With the Hood of such current 
materials now available,- it is only too easy to send a number of postal cards asking for **gStTs-'' oPmaterials 
which have little pertinence to the curriculum of a given class. Be careful not t(5 accept highly .propagandistic 
materfah as truth, and fill the classroom vertical file with pamphlets Tieavil^ weighted with advertising. 
'However, educators should take advantage of all. good sources of learning materials, with each teacher 
making judgments as to what these materials should be. 

In presenting this publication to teachers, we urge their thoughtful consideration in obtaining any of 
materials listed herein. Only the material which gives promis^ of classroom use stjould be sent for. If- the 
material proves of special value, a thank-you to the organization from-which it was obtained will help the
